sent by a certain num ber of th e m em ­ 
bers of th e F irst Ch urch of C h rist, 
Scientist, of th is city to th e direc­ 
tors of th e M oth er ch urch of th e 
C h ristian Science cult in Boston. Th e 
protest sets forth th a t th e action of 
th e directors is com parable to th a t of 
th e auth orities of Jerusalem , wh o set 
a guard a t th e tom b belonging to Jo­ 
seph of A rm ith ea w h erein Jésus C h rist 
w as laid after h is crucifix ion. 
Th e action of th e directors in pro­ 
v iding th is guard day and nigh t at th e 
tom b of Mrs. Eddy sh ows lack of faith 
on th eir part, th e protest sets forth . 
T h e soldiers w ere set on guard at th e 
tom b of Jesus C h rist because h is dis­ 
ciples h ad said th at h e would rise from 
th e dead, and it was th e objsct to dis­ 
prov e th is assertion.

M oth er ch urch seem s to th ese 
p rotestants to indicate th at th e ruling 
body of th e faith in Boston w ish es to 
forestall any ev idences of such a m an­ 
ifestation by th e establish m ent of a 
perm anent group of w itnesses at th e 
spot w h ere th e m ortal rem ains of th e 
form er leader of th e ch urch lie.

Old Conveyance. 


Portland, Ore., Dec. 29.—Assistant 
United States Attorney Townsend has 
begun suit here against the Southern 
Oregon company as successor to the 
Coos 
Bay Wagon 
Road 
company, 
which has for its purpose the recov­ 
ering by the United States govern­ 
ment of 96,676 acres of land in south­ 
ern 
Oregon. 
The 
value 
of 
the 
lands is said to amount to millions of 
dollars. The federal government stip­ 
ulated in the grant that the land was 
to be sold in tracts no greater than 
160 acres to each person and for a 
stipulated consideration. 
According 
to the federal authorities all the grant 
except 6,893 acres was sold June 22, 
175, to Joseph Miller, agent for Collis 
P. Huntington, Charles Crocker, Le­ 
land Stanford and Mark Hopkins. 
It is alleged further that in an effort 
to clear the title from the cloud on it, 
a mortgage to secure “an alleged in­ 
debtedness” was made to the Boston 
State Deposit company in ISSI. 
The complaint recites that this al­ 
leged 
indebtedness 
was 
“fictitious, 
feigned and untrue,” and that fore­ 
closure of this mortgage was “with the 
intent and in the hope that the restric­ 
tions upon the sale and disposition of 
the granted lands might be defeated.” 
This land, It is said, included the acres 
on which United States Senator Till­ 
man is alleged to have filed.

EXAMINERS’ WORK SIMPLIFIED 


Beginning the First Day of the New 


Year All County Auditors and Coun­ 


ty Treasurers in the Hoosier State 


Will Have to Open Up a New Set of 


Books in Conformity With the New 


Accounting Law. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 29.—On Jan. I a 
new system of bookkeeping prescribed 
by the state board of accounts for au­ 
ditors and treasurers will be installed 
in every county in Indiana. 
Forms 
for the new books have already been 
sent out by the board and are now be­ 
ing printed. 
Instead of using ninety-two different 
systems of keeping their accounts, all 
county auditors and treasurers in the | 
state will employ one method. 
The 
effect will be to greatly lessen the 
work of the examiners for the board 
as well as to prevent errors by offi­ 
cials. A majority of the discrepancies 
discovered by the examiners in their 
investigations of county, city, town- I 
ship and school officials are due to J 
poor methods of bookkeeping. 
This is the second important change 
in accounting methods inaugurated by 
the board. A year ago a new system 
of bookkeeping was prescribed for 
township trustees with satisfactory re­ 
sults. The work will be extended until 
the same class of officials all over Indi­ 
ana will be using uniform methods.

of State Knox, Senator Flint of Cali­ 
fornia, chairman of the senate commit­ 
tee on interoceanic canal, and Mr. 
Mann of Illinois, chairman of the 
house committee on interstate and for­ 
eign commerce. 
While no official 
statement was given out and reticence 
was maintained by the parties to the 
conference, it is accepted that Mr. 
Knox’s presence means that the treaty 
provision which has been quoted of 
late by advocates of the protection of 
the canal by neutralization was under 
discussion.
